My two-year-old male has become a problem. For about a 
year now he has urinated wherever he happens to be. Seems to 
have no control and is very nervous, jumping at the smallest noise 
or movement. Is there something that could help him?

My suggestion would to be to begin giving him some B com- 
plex vitamins and some Vitamin A. A urine analysis might be 
helpful in treating the cat. 


I have found that warming my cat's food to room temperature 
before feeding him has eliminated his regurgitating. Could this 
be a simple answer to many people's problems?

This may help a very small number of cats that are vomiting, 

especially if they are fed cold food. All food should be at room 


temperature before it is offered to the cat. 


My poor old ten-year-old neutered tom came home from being 
out and seemed terribly frightened. Periodically, since that time, 
he has listless periods and it is necessary to even force feed him 
during these spells. He also seems to be having trouble with 
balance. Could an ear infection cause him to act like this? His 
throat seems to cause him discomfort at times as well as his ears.

An infection in the ear is one possibility. There could also be 
some involvement in the throat or in the surrounding area that 
could cause the ear trouble. He may possibly have been injured 
in a way that might not have been obvious to you at the time, and 
this could be the source of this trouble. A thorough check up 
and watchfulness on your part is the most valuable program now. 


My year-old cat has a background of osteomyelitis. At six 
months he developed a case of edema, gangrene set in, and he lost 
portions of both ears, tail, and the top of his head. He has never 
been free of eczema since a kitten. His diet is controlled and he 
is only allowed out on a leash. We would be ever so grateful 
if you could suggest the cause, or a cure for his skin condition. 
Several veterinarians have tried to help.

In view of the history of the cat I think that you and your 
veterinarians have done very well in keeping the cat with only 
the skin trouble. 1 would think that in this case the skin condi- 
tion is a reflection of the cat’s general state of health and it would 
be extremely difficult to suggest anything except trying to main- 
tain him in the best condition possible. 


Would tartar on a cat's teeth cause him to have difficulty in 
breathing, have an excess amount of phlegm, and cause him to re- 
gurgitate his food quite often? He sheds excessively but seems 
quite healthy and has a good appetite.

If there is infection present at the roots of the teeth there might 
be some swelling of the sinuses and nasal passages which in turn 
would produce some respiratory troubles. Of course any severe 
choking or gagging would cause him to vomit. 


The points of my 
Seal Point aren't as dark as they could be and I wonder if there 
is any supplement to her food that would help darken them. Does 
a husky voice necessarily mean a cold?

Diet would not generally have much if any effect on coat color. 
Vitamin E has been suggested to retard grey or white hair but 
there is nothing definite about this. A husky voice by itself in- 
dicates nothing except some difference in the vocal apparatus.

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me, but just what is that nasty odor in this reom?” 


Beyond the coloring, physical appearance 
and physical characteristics of the cat, lies 
its true personality. Though cats may ap- 
pear identical in every respect, they will 
always have different personalities. 

How can a mechanical contraption called 
the camera capture this feline personality, 
the part of the cat which generally only 
you the owner can recognize? 

There are two types of cat photographs. 
One is not a cat portrait at all. It just uses 
the cat as an object to show off specific 
types of lighting or other “effects.” 

The other tries to capture the cat's mood 
or personality, and that, I believe is the 
ultimate goal of the photographer. 

The best physical clue to this feline per- 
sonality lies in the cat's eyes. So when you 
photograph your cats, study the expression 
of the eyes and the face. You will find 
that the eyes will change expression with 
the changes in the cat's moods. So, often 
I have taken a large number of pictures of 
one cat, but find that each picture is just

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a little different as the eye barometers have 
varied in their readings. 

If a cat is disturbed while cat-napping, 
he may look bored at the world. But while 
playing with a ball of yarn he will be alert 
and alive with mischief. 

Sometimes the surroundings in which 
a cat lives will have much to do with his 
personality. For instance, a show cat 
treated like a king soon begins to act like 
a king. After a period of time his walk 
and his attitude toward humans becomes 
one of royality. 

But an alley cat with no owner soon 
becomes afraid of humans. He hides and 
cringes in corners when approached by 
strangers. Should you get close enough to 
take a picture of such a frightened feline, 
when you later examire it for personality 
traits, you will see only fear or hate in its 
eyes. 

So, remember the eyes. Your cat has a 
personality and a way of life all its own. 
With a camera you may enter this world 
and dwell, but just for a moment. It is 
during this fraction of a second that you 
must capture the essence of the cat as dis- 
tilled in the eyes. 

If you are to have successful cat photo- e 
graphs, you must learn to recognize that by Sal Celeski 
instant. Only when you do this, can you 


expect to see the real cat on your film.

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LINCOLN’S COUSIN’S CAT

It was not difficult to choose a title for 
the story of cats, which have posed for their 
portraits with their masters or mistresses. 
After a recent author was told that books 
about Lincoln, doctors, or dogs were best- 
selling ones, he was so eager to please the 
reader that he titled his book, Lincoln’s 
Doctor's Dog. 1 remembered this story on 
the day that I first saw Lincoln’s cousin’s 
cat. This gray tabby stared at me with 
painted eyes from the walls of the De 
Young Museum, San Francisco. She leaned 
against her mistress, who, despite her 
solemn appearance and blue dress, reach- 
ing nearly to her ankles, could not have 
been more than five years old. 

The placard beside the painting briefly 
reads: “Mary E. B. Lincoln, cousin of 
Abraham Lincoln. About 1810. Artist 
unknown.” 

This date makes the little girl older than 
our sixteenth President. Lincoln was born 
in a Kentucky log-cabin, with dirt floors, 
on February 12, 1809. His uncles, Modre- 
cai and Josiah, must have been more pros- 
perous because cousin Mary stands on a 
colorfully patterned rug and holds a silver 
cup. We do not know more about her cat, 
which once frolicked on Kentucky farm- 
lands. 

Mary’s cat crept into her portrait, because 
one of art's noblest traditions allowed it. 
The ancient Egyptians began this fashion 
of including pets in their portraits, but 
artists of 18th century England—Gains- 
borough, Reynolds, Romney—made the 
most use of it. They realized that a man’s 
face does not tell much about him. The 
portrait’s background suddenly included all 
sorts of props, from harpsichords to riding 
whips, as artists tried to fill the gap by 
showing a man’s interests in life. Many pets 
were asked to pose. Early American artists 
slavishly copied English styles, so Mary 
had her little cat. 

Let's begin our story in Egypt. One of 
the oldest portraits with a cat was painted 
on a roll of papyrus sometime after the 
XVIII Dynasty, about 3,400 years ago. A 
bronze-skinned owner, wearing white, talks 
to his alert cat in the underworld. (Cats 
are never asleep in Egyptian art.) There 
certainly were older cats painted on the 
walls of their pyramids or temples, but 
were these pets? They might be symbols. 
Egyptians admired cats for their wise ways. 
Ie appeared that cats knew a secretive 
world, of which they would not tell. Since 
many painted animals were just symbols 
of their characteristics to these people, the 
older cats, which usually sat beneath chairs 
of royalty, may be just symbols of wisdom. 

Fifty years have passed since Arthur 
Tomson wrote the article, “An Artist on 
the Cat in Art’. He said that there was 
a “dark period” between the appearance of 
the Egyptian cat and those charming ones 
drawn by Gottfried Mind (1786-1814). 
This is being unfair to the countless cats, 
which posed for their portraits. 

The next resting place, on the travel 


through history looking for cats, should 
be on the slopes of Mount Vesuvius in 
Italy. The Roman city of Pompey, which 
lay buried in the volcano’s ashes since 
the year 79, includes pets for a special 
reason in its mosaics of colored stones. The 
inhabitants felt that their rooms would 
seem larger if walls were covered with 
life-sized mosaics of a domestic scene. It 
would appear that another room was be- 
yond the wall. Cats and dogs, pictured 
upon the walls, helped man pretend that 
his home was larger. 

One stays in the same country to see 
the cat's later appearance in the Renais- 
sance. No one knows who were the models 
of its endless Madonna-and-Child paint- 
ings, but cats crept beside these too. They 
slept in baskets or played with the Infant. 
Cats were favorites here, because of their 
graceful motions. Beneath its soft fur, 
the movement of a cat’s muscles looks like 
ripples over the surface of a pool. Renais- 
sance artists could only catch one moment 
of this grace, but it was a big change from 
the skinny cats of Egyptian art which al- 
ways sat in the same rigid pose. 

In the Royal Library of Windsor Castle 
are many cat sketches by Leonardo da Vinci. 
This genius, who made designs for the 
world’s first airplane too, was unlike other 
Italian artists of his day. He drew many 
animals in his portraits, because of his 
delight in scientific detail. About this time, 
artists of the Netherlands included many 
pets in their portraits because of this same 
love of detail down to the last blade of 
grass. 

Art had tried for thirty centuries, but 
had not done very well by cats. Their pic- 
tures were wanted for a single quality, but 
never all that the cat could offer. This 
was wisdom in Egypt, beauty during the 
Renaissance, and detail of the fireside in 
the Netherlands. It took the first English 
artist of note to paint pets for their own 
lovable selves. This was Sir Nathaniel 
Bacon. 

When Sir Nathaniel painted his self- 
portrait in 1625, he began the style that 
made English portraits famous. We see a 
bearded man, in the garb of an Elizabethan 
gentleman with silk stockings and high 
heels, seated at his writing desk. His fox- 
hound sits beneath the desk looking in- 
tently at his master. It gives us warning 
too, that dogs would be asked to pose more 
often than cats in England’s future paint- 
ings. 

Pity the cat! When she finally was ap- 
preciated for herself in art, she appeared 
there rarely. While sorting at random 
through about two dozen of these English 
potraits one day, I found their masters be- 
side 17 dogs, 2 horses, a lamb, a donkey, 
and a cat. This is about the right propor- 
tion of pets seen in all these paintings. My 
sole cat lay beside two little girls, who 
had the imposing names of Hobbinal and 
Ganderetta. This was painted by Thomas 
Gainsborough in 1788, many years after

this artist created his famed portrait, The 
Blue Boy. These pictures are not so far 
from each other today. The well-known one 
is in the Huntington Gallery in southern 
California, while the plump cat is in the 
collection of Mrs. Mildred Browning Green 
of Los Angeles. 

There was something about being 
painted with a cat, that made even its 
owners shy away. The graceful cat would 
steal the picture! Dr. Samuel Johnson 
walked the streets of London to buy oysters 
as a delicacy for Hodge, his cat. Although 
the good doctor had three portraits made 
of himself, a few years before these two 
little girls did, his fond cat was nevet 
included. It took a brave man to share his 
portrait with this fuzzy scene-stealer. 
George Washington was such a man. One 
of his portraits shows him kneeling at his 
mother’s chair, while a fat cat sits in the 
background. 

In our day, Winston Churchill loves 
cats. His own were Nelson, called after 
England’s great admiral, and Orangey. The 
pet-name, that he gives his wife, is “Cat” 
too. Away from home, Churchill doesn’t 
forget felines. Two lions of an English zoo 
bore his name, and for more than ten years 
he has gone to the zoo to visit his name- 
sakes. But as an artist, Churchill neglects 
the cat. I have never seen one in any of 
his paintings. This neglect of pets is usual 
in modern portraits. When walking along 
Fisherman’s Wharf beside the blue Bay 
of San Francisco some years ago, where 
fishy odors can attract many a stray cat, I 
saw a sidewalk hastily sketching a small 
terrier in his master’s arms. It takes a 
rugged individualist to remember this 
noble tradition today. 

Another chapter of the cat in art will 
deal with cats painted without their masters 
or mistresses. But, if cats had their say, 
they would prefer to pose in the paintings 
of this chapter. Their eyes tell you that 
lying beside their owners seems the most 
comfortable place on earth.

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“Tips to 
the Novice”

All of us, of course, watch out for the 
health of our kittens all year long. But 
this is particularly important in late winter 
and early spring when changes in tempera- 
ture, sitting in drafts, playing on the floor 
in cold rooms—can expose our kittens to 
the conditions which can cause a drop in 
the body's resistance and allow viruses and 
disease germs, which are always looking 
for an opening, to get into our kittens’ 
systems and start trouble. But, even though 
we watch them every minute, there is al- 
ways a chance that some infection will start, 
so we must know what to look for and 
what to do at those times. 

Right now, there seem to be two par- 
ticularly common forms of infection—those 
from “large viruses’’ and those from so- 
called “low-grade” bacteria. 

Symptoms are pretty much the same for 
both. Your kittens’ little noses may begin 
to run; they will cough and sneeze; they 
will lose interest in playing; although they 
will continue to drink water, and even 
sometimes beg you for more, they may 
stop eating; temperatures may rise or fall 
one or two degrees from normal 101.5; 
and, unless given treatment, they will soon 
lose interest in taking care of themselves 
and their coats will become dull and sticky. 

Not every sneeze means serious illness, 
of course. When I notice only one or two 
of these symptoms in my kittens, I will 
generally just give them half of an aspirin 
or Bufferin, and almost always it puts them 
back into shape. If it doesn’t, or if tem- 
peratures fluctuate up or down seriously, 
I lose no time in taking my sick kitten 
(plus all the others) to my veterinarian. 

He may find that it is not serious at 
all. Or perhaps it will be one of the “large 
virus” infections. If it is, he will give all 
the kittens the new pneumonitis vaccine 
plus combiotics and other treatment. About 
seventy per cent of these large virus infec- 
tions are due to the pneumonitis virus, and 
against these the vaccine will be effective. 
Should it be due to one of the other large 
viruses though, (and the symptoms are the 
same for all of them) then the vaccine will 
not be effective, but the other treatments 
will help and eventually with good care 
you can expect your kittens to be well 
again. 

If it develops that the infection is caused 
by “low-grade” bacteria, then you can be 
in for serious trouble. The first indication 
that this is the case will be that your kit- 
tens will seem to become weak in the rear 
quarters and will develop a sort of “sway- 
back” condition. If you haven't taken my 
advice and had them to the veterinarian 
before these signs occur, be sure you do it

then! Otherwise, although they will prob- 
ably regain their general health, the kittens 
may well be crippled for life. 

This affliction is known to affect dogs 
and horses, but it has only recently been 
found in cats. I repeat, it has to be caught 
in time if you expect to save your kittens. 
There is a chance that your veterinarian 
may not have run into it before, and if 
if that is the case, you might want to men- 
tion the information in this article to him. 

In case of either the viral or the bacterial 
diseases, you will have to give your kittens 
lots of love and attention—that means al- 
mcst more than anything in helping them 
to get well. It may also be necessary for 
you to force-feed the patients, since once 
they have lost their appetites, young kit- 
tens, especially, seem to find it hard to 
learn to eat again unless you put the food 
into their mouths and help them swallow 
it for a few days. 

Mortality rates—that is actual death— 
on these conditions are not high. That is 
your kitten will probably live. But unless 
it is cared for the cough and discharge 
from pneumontis will last for many months 
and, as we stated, a sway back condition 
may never improve. 

Once your kittens come back from the 
veterinarian it is best to give them the 
run of the house as soon as they are well. 
Let them exercise and build up their bodies, 
and don’t forget to play with them and pet 
them often so that they will understand 
how important to you they are. 

Now, the other two things to look out 
fer, especially if your cats are allowed out- 
doors or if there are other animals on the 
premises, are the two parasitic infections 
coccidosis and ear mites. 

Dogs, rabbits, chickens, and most other 
animals can serve as sources of infection 
of these parasites. For example, were you 
to pet a dog even many miles from 
home or let it rub against your clothing, 
you might carry ear mites or the eggs to 
your home, and they would then be trans- 
ferred to your own cats and kittens when 
you pet them. 

Coccidosis is a most unpleasant intestinal 
infection which results in smelly stools of 
a very soft consistency and gray color. 

The best treatment which my veterin- 
arian and I have found for this condition 
is Sulfaguanidine Tablets (Lederle). 


I give one-half of a .5 Gm. tablet morn- 
ing and night until the condition clears up. 
You'll see improvement in about three 
days, but keep giving the tablets for about 
ten days. If your kitten does not take 
tablets easily, crush the dose, mix it in a 
little water, and give it to the kit by eye 
dropper. Or if it is eating, just sprinkie 
ic on top of the food. He'll take it down 
without protest. 


Now the next most important thing is 
to keep this from spreading to your other 
cats and kittens. There is only one way 
to do that—by absolute cleanliness and by 
confining the ones who are sick. Change 
the pans after every bowel movement, 
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THIS SPRING 


wash them and disinfect them thoroughly 
and rinse them before you put them back 
in the cage. Scrub the inside of the cage 
with soap and water at least once a day. 
And to prevent any secondary infection, 
keep the kittens warm and out of drafts 
to be sure they don’t get a chill which will 
lead to more trouble. 

If your kittens are still nursing, the 
mother, too, must get this same treatment 
and medicine. 

Few of us realize, I think, how serious 
ear mites are. Unless your cats’ ears are 
kept clear from mites, a chronic infection, 
and even serious brain disease, will develop. 
I examine my cats’ ears every day and as 
soon as I see the little brown-sugarish sub- 
stance which means ear mites are there, 
I start treatment. 

I've tried many ways of treating ear 
mites and I have found that the two pro- 
ducts Otodex and Mitey Ear Drops are the 
most effective. 

You must follow directions though abso- 
lutely and continue giving the treatment 
every day until you can see that the ears 
are perfectly clean. This means that even 
though the medicine is to be used only 
every other day or very third day the 
ears themselves must be cleaned out every 
day. I use Q-Tips, very carefully and very 
gently, to be sure that the ears are not 
scraped and that the accumulation of wax 
is not pushed back into the ear. 

If you have neglected your cats’ and 
kittens’ ears up to the point where they 
begin to drain or show other serious symp- 
toms, they must go to your veterinarian 
right away. Otherwise there is real tragedy 
ahead. 

Here again, your cat must be confined 
to its own cage. If you let it run around 
the house or get near other cats you will 
soon find them all shaking their heads and 
scratching their ears, so that you will have 
a mass treatment problem rather than just 
one or two. 

Once you get your cattery clear of either 
or both of these parasites, don’t think that 
your troubles are over permanently. They 
both abound all over. If when spring comes 
your cats: are let out on the grass, don't 
have the slightest doubt—you can expect 
one or the other, especially ear mites, to 
be back. 

To repeat my reasons for writing this 
article. Watch your kittens every day for 
the little signs that could mean trouble. It 
takes only two or three seconds; and gives 
you the comfortable feeling that all is well. 
Once in a great while you may notice that 
something is wrong—but by daily inspec- 
tion, you'll catch it in time, and with 
your veterinarian’s help you can soon cure 
what might otherwise have been a serious 
illness.

Vechten, and many other writers have 
made this plain. Yet it’s doubtful if any 


GEORGE FREEDLEY 
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of them have succeeded quite as well as 
have George Freedley and Mr. Cat. 

This absorbing story and gentle tribute 
to Mr. Cat would be a great book even 
had Mr. Cat lived with one of us west 
of the Hudson. That he knew well those 
we meet only over the footlights is but 
incidental to the heart-filling story of a 
great life and a great friendship. That 
Mr. Cat could twice become lost and even- 
tually found in the steel wilderness of 
Manhattan is but a reminder that cat in- 
quisitiveness and cat courage are found 
wherever cats may be. 

Mr. Freedley, now the Curator of the 
Theatre Collection of the New York Pub-

OLD CATS IN NEW COVERS: 


THE TIGER IN THE HOUSE, by Carl 
Van Vechten. Alfred A. Knopf, New York. 
368 pages. Numerous illustrations. $6.75. 

To the student of the cat, there is no 
book like The Tiger in the House. First 
published by Knopf in 1920, it has been 
in and out of print repeatedly. And now 
after a period when its cost, used, had 
climbed to as high as $15.00, it is again 
available in a new edition. Its price makes 
it the most expensive of all current cat 
books, but it is a rare and a genuine 
bargain. 

Mr. Van Vechten, now eighty years old, 
has won renown as photographer, novelist, 
music critic, and humanitarian. All of his 
talents have been employed in his master- 
piece on the cat. His treatment of the cat 
itself and of the cat in relation to human 
history and human culture is on a plane 
of scholarship and understanding unap- 
proached, and perhaps unapproachable. 

The Tiger in the House belongs on every 
cat bookshelf. Now that it is again avail- 
able, do not deny yourself the pure enjoy- 
ment and the intellectual understanding of 
the cat's role in our world which Mr. Van 
Vechten has given us. 


CATS, by Marjorie Farnham Schrody. Sterl- 
ing Publishing Co., Inc., New York.

When Mrs. Schrody’s book was first 
published in hard covers in 1958, CATs 
reviewed it favorably, saying in closing, 
“This is a sensible, useful book, written by 
an experienced owner and breeder of cats.

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A CHILD SHALL 
LEAD THEM

We moan that public recognition of the 
cat as a pet is not what we would like it 
to be. Articles appear frequently about how 
nice these pets are—in animal magazines. 
Newspaper columns on pets are good too 
—but as I found with mine, read only by 
the cat lovers. The busy, neglecting adult 
skips over them to get to the comics and 
the sports section. It is hard to appeal to 
the adults. So—don’t! Appeal to the 
adults of tomorrow . . . the children. The 
dog fancy has its eye on the youngsters. 
Junior Showmanship classes, Junior Ken- 
nel clubs and Junior members of adult 
kennel clubs. The cat fancy needs to think 
about the possibilities for interesting the 
youngsters — fruitful possibilities. CATS’ 
Junior Fanciers column is great, but it is 
just one of the things that are needed. 

Fredericksburg, Virginia, is a modern 
town in most respects. It has a good shop- 
ping section, is the home of the University 
of Virginia's Mary Washington College, 
and has the American Viscose Company. It 
lies midway between Washington, D. C., 
and Richmond, Va. Yet, when we moved 
there, many people had never seen a 
Siamese cat, nor even heard of one. In 
trying to start a local cat club (which 
failed to even get started) I found four 
Siamese-owning people in the whole town 

. one of whom was a local breeder on 
a small scale (who had trouble disposing 
of her kits). 

Since we had twenty-eight cats—seven 
of them Siamese house cats—we were a 
bigger attraction than we thought. At all 
hours children (and their parents) came 
over to the cattery to go through on a 
tour of inspection. My first impulse was 
to say “No'’—after all, I had plenty of 
work to do, and I wasn’t interested in hav- 
ing a bunch of strangers (and noisy chil- 
dren) traipsing through all the time. 
However, I realized that a Jaisser-faire 
policy would not popularize the breed, and 
might do the fancy harm. So, in they 
came. The children were (thank the good 
Lord) all on good behavior. They took 
a quick peek through the door to the cat- 
tery, and otherwise they sat in the living- 
room and admired the house cats. I gave 
them all pamphlets about cats which I got 
from the Fredericksburg and Alexandria 
SPCA’s. When possible, the kids had a 
glass of milk or soda, and us “old folks” 
sat down and had coffee. If I had any 
special attractions, such as a new litter, I 
brought one kit out in my hand (I didn’t 
ever let “company” touch any new kits). 
Most of my guests were amazed at the 
Siamese—"Gee, BLUE eyes!”—and liked 
them. 

However, this only reached the curious by 
nature, so I arranged a “pet panel”—lec- 
tures by a local veterinarian, the head of 
the SPCA, the Game Warden, and myself,

A new Longhair color appears in some 
of the show reports in CATS Magazine 
this month. At the Pacific National Exhi- 
bition, Best OS Silver was Gilmore’s Cameo 
I under Judge Evelyn King. And in the 
Longhair Speciality in the same show, 
Judge Arlyne Wohlgemuth named this 
same cat her Best Silver. 

Then at the Gopher State show in Min- 
neapolis, Wanaki Sunrise (a Shaded 
Cameo) was named Best Silver by Judge 
Harriet Wolfgang. 

To those who follow the shows, this 
means that whereas in the past Best in the 
Silver Division awards have always gone 
to Silvers (or Chinchillas), Shaded Silvers, 
and Silver Tabbies—these old standby 
breeds, now in ACFA, and later, probably, 
in other associations, will have a compett- 
tor for Division wins. 

To cat breeders and cat owners in gene- 
ral, it means that a beautiful new color 
which Clyde Powell’s color photograph 
above can only feebly portray in black and 
white has been added to the Persians. 

Here is the complete story of the Cameo 
by its originator, Dr. Rachel Salisbury. 
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Breeders from East and West, from 
North and South, from Canada, Australia, 
and New Zealand are this year taking de- 
light in the tinsel-pink beauty of the new 
Persian color described as Cameo. Whether 
it is benched with the champions or with 
the AOC’s the Cameo Persian attracts at- 
tention and wins admiration from judges, 
exhibitors, and the general cat-loving 
public. 


The new coat color is eye-catching. Each 
hair shades from very pale cream or off- 
white next to the skin to a soft or deep 
red at the tip. As in the case of the Silvers, 
the intensity of the tipping varies from 
one part of the cat to another. On the 
underparts it is hardly present at all; on 
the back and the top of the tail, it shows 
up like a sparkling veil. The darker face 
is framed by an off-white neck ruff. Be- 
ing a shaded cat, like the Silver, the Cameo 
may be very pale shell (corresponding to 
Chinchilla), Shaded Cameo (like Shaded 
Silver) or Smoke Cameo (heavily tipped 
like the Black or Blue Smoke). Just im- 
agine a smoke or silver coat in which the 
darker parts are red instead of black— 
and you have the Cameo! 


Note that the Cameo is not a new Long- 
hair breed like the Himalayan, but only a 
new color in the Persian breed. It was first 
developed intensively and deliberately at 
Wanaki Cattery, in Milton Junction, Wis- 
consin. Although over a period of twenty- 
odd years the owner had noted “pink” 
male kittens in various litters from a 
Smoke-Tortie crossing, she did not settle 
down to serious development of the color 
until 1954. The color, called Cameo be- 
cause of the effect of its combination of 
cream and red, has now been standardized

to the fifth generation—although third- 
generation Cameos will breed true every 
time. 

As for type, the Cameo Persians are just 
as good as the Silver, Smoke, Tortoiseshell, 
Tabby, Blue Cream, Red, or Cream stock 
from which they are born. Straight out of 
the stud books, they need not be apologized 
for. The Cat Associations need only to as- 
sign four numbers in the “Shaded” Divis- 
ion to Shell Cameo, Shaded Cameo, Smoke 
Cameo, and Cameo Tabby, and registra- 
tions will be in order. The new Cameo is 
the offspring of our best Persian stock— 
wearing a coat of a new color. For any as- 
sociation, a judge needs only to follow the 
standard for Silvers or Smokes, substitut- 
ing red tipping, and accepting only gold 
or copper eyes, not green. 

In the life of a Cameo kitten, the most 
critical moment is the one in which his 
owner recognizes the new kitten for what 
he is—a Cameo—instead of concluding 
quickly that he is a poor Red or a poor 
Cream. Actually, Cameos don’t look at all 
like Creams or Reds, even the day they are 
born. Right on the back, perhaps they do; 
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but the little heads are almost white, and 

the underparts will be much lighter than 

the backs, just as with new-born Silvers 

By the time they are two weeks old the 

whitish undercoat will show even on the 

back if you blow the hair gently. As the 
kitten grows, the particular Cameo pattern 
begins to emerge. Growing lighter for 

Shell, darker for Shaded and holding deep 

dark for Smoke; the face and forepaws 

getting redder and redder. Eye color in 

Smokes will be deeper than in Shells or 

Shaded Cameos. Little by little the kitten 

lets you know what he expects to be. 

Undoubtedly these stunning pink males 
have occurred in many catteries over the 
years only to be discarded because they did 
not fit any show category. The color has 
not been allowed to carry on to the third 
generation, where it can standardize itself 
firmly and demonstrate its genetic rights 
in catdom. At last this standardizing has 
been done, and the Cameo color is bright- 
ening the benches of many a cat show this 
season. 

Many breeders are asking: “How can 
I get a Cameo?” The answer is easier than 
might be expected. Stripped to its essen- 
tial, it is this: 

RULE: Breed any Silver or Smoke 

(shaded gene) to any Red, Cream, or 

Tortoiseshell (red-cream gene) and you 

will get at least one Cameo kitten in the 

litter. 

Some specific steps and variations may 
show the possibilities of the rule. 

1. Mate a male from the Silver 
division to a female from the 
Tabby and Tortie Division and 
the chances are high that you will 
get a Cameo male. 

2. Mate a female from the Silver 
Division to a Cream or Red male, 
and the chances are high that 
you'll get one or more females. 

3. Mate any first-generation Cameo 
male to any first-generation 
Cameo female, and the chances are 
very high that you will get 75% 
Cameos in the litter. 

i. Mate any two Cameos of the 
second generation, and the kit- 
tens will be all Cameos. 

5. You can expect Cameos if the 
two necessary genetic factors (see 
RULE are present one or two 
generations back. For example: 
mating a White cat to a Blue 
Cream produced a beautiful 
Cameo because the White male's 
father was a Smoke. 

Unwittingly we have been suppressing 
a genetically sound Persian color which 
because of its beauty can take its place 
proudly and legitimately beside the Silvers 
—to the genuine pleasure of cat lovers. 

In the litter in which that first Cameo 
appears, there may be some females that 
are not Cameos but are of great genetic 
importance to the person who wishes to 
breed Cameos. They will be Silvers or 
Smokes with cream or red patches distri- 
buted in Tortie fashion—split faces, cream 
toes, etc. They may properly be called

Even the typiest cat 
must be groomed to perfection if it is to 
stand a chance in today's competition. 
Watch condition. Average diets won't 
keep a cat looking its best. Vitamins, 
minerals, fats must be added to canned or 
frozen foods if your cat is to present 
the condition judges are demanding today. 

Judges—Recognize good cats in all 
breeds. Is it possible that Shorthairs are 
so poor that only eleven of them (two 
Manx, one Aby, one Burmese, and seven 
Siamese) qualified for Best Cat in 
All Breed while Persians were making that 
win eighty-four times last show season? 
Are the Persians really twelve times 
as good as the Siamese? 

Associations—Don't rush into recog- 
nizing new breeds just because they 
exist (what is basic difference between 
Burmese and Havana Browns, for example). 
But too often new breeds and colors 
have been ignored for lack of political 
backing (the Himalayans and the Cameos, for 
example). The Rex in particular would be 
a tremendous attraction if it can be 
produced in numbers, and if universally 
recognized. 

To return to Longhairs vs. Shorthairs. 
Should entire classification structure of 
Shorthairs be revised? Four breed 
classifications only: Foreign Shorthair, 
Domestic Shorthair, Manx, and Rex? 

With Burmese and Red Points as Domestic 
Shorthair colors; Havana Browns, Siamese, 
Russian Blues, Abys as Foreign Shorthair 
colors. Couia Lead to new color possibili- 
ties and new breeding challenges. 

General business conditions will affect 
pet kitten market, but sales should be 
at least as good as last spring. Don't

Don't hesitate to price your show 
cats at what they are really worth. $100 
should be absolute minimum for cats of 
average show quality of any breed, and 
and for prospective top winners range 
should start at $250. 

British Blues still with us. Contrary 
to information published in another maga- 
zine, British Blue cats have not had 
a change in name nor in color. Cats which 
we call Havana Brown are, however, called 
Chestnut Brown Foreign in England. 

Soon to fight fleas from inside. At least 
that's the promise of some recent ex- 
periments of the Pitman=-Moore Co. Their 
product Ectoral used topically or in- 
ternally or both has cleared cats of fleas 
for up to seven days. The combined 
treatment has also eliminated lice and ear 
mites. More experiments as to safety and 
long-term effects are needed, so don't 
throw away sprays or powders. 

New topical treatment for eczemas and 
all skin breaks and minor wounds is 
Neopan. Product of U.S. Vitamin, it 
contains wide-spectrum antibiotic Neo- 
mycin to fight infections of all kinds. 

Apartment pet restriction ruled void. 
Boston court recently declared that a 
lease restriction against pets was unen- 
forceable in the case of a boy whose 
chihuahua was deemed necessary to his 
health. Opens the door to possible voiding 
of all lease restrictions on pets where 
there are arguable reasons for keeping the 
pets. 

AA wins lists due. All-American rules 
specify that all cats will be scored 
on the basis of the markings of show 
catalogs and judges' slips as furnished us 
by show committees. As a double check 
exhibitors are invited to submit lists of 
their competing cats to AA Scorer Molly 
Mitchell who will match them with the 
catalog records to be sure that all 
wins are recorded. Such lists are due 
March 15. (Entrants at Salisbury CFA and 
Detroit shows may submit amended lists 
within three days of the close of these 
season-end shows.) Any discrepancies which 
can affect the scoring will be called to 
the attention of exhibitors so that they 
may contact show committees for 
corrections if in order. The AA Scorer 
will be unable to answer any request for 
AA information on any cat whose complete 
win list (with the Salisbury and Detroit 
exceptions) is not submitted by March 15. 

Sixth Association? Is there to be another 
national association—"NCFA"—with 
headquarters in Detroit? Rumored to 
feature Board representative for every 
club. (Yes. See April show notice received 
as we go to press.—Ed. ) =-C.C,.

The Roseville, California, 
Press Tribune carries a column by Calla

She recalls when she was growing up, 
most all cats in art work were what she 
calls horizontal ones. Cats with their feet 
tucked under them, resting, sleeping ..... .

Her memories of live cats in those days 
were of horizontal ones too. Before the 
hearth in the winter, under the bushes in 
hot weather, they gave themselves as few 
perpendicular inches as possible. Stretched 
out to catch either the heat of the fire or 
the cool of the earth, they were practical 
cats, in prone position. 

Now, it seems, cats are drawn and 
sculptured to be all tall cats. She thinks the 
vertical cat became popular with the in- 
troduction of the Siamese, but that it 
didn’t stop there. The gift shop felines 
are tall and narrow, rigid as stalagmites, 
with none of the relaxing quality nor 
with the warmth of the cats she remembers 
as a child.

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with a period of questions and answers 
following. Notices were sent to all the 
schools, church groups, boy and girl Scouts, 
etc. The panel was on both cats and dogs, 
and was held at the local community 
center. 

Later in the year we held a local pet 
cat show, complete with ribbons and vet- 
erinarian. Again, motices were sent to 
the schools and to all groups of young- 
sters. The only rules were that each cat 
be accompanied by a child, and that the 
cat pass a veterinarian’s examination (all 
the cats did, too). 

The show started off with short lectures 
which were followed by the (somewhat 
unorthodox) judging . . . for there were 
classes not only for breeds, but for “cat 
with the longest tail”, “Whitest Cat’, etc 
There was no entry fee, all the labor was 
volunteer (I donated my time for judging, 
entries and lecturing, the Veterinarian and 
one other woman also donated theirs), and 
the ribbons were all hand made. The 
Veterinarian discussed the importance of 
inoculations, and of neutering and spaying, 
as well as general health for the cats. 
Pamphlets again were made available. It 
was a great success and the last I heard 
it is to be a yearly “do”. 

Also during that year in Virginia, my 
first book was purchased by the Sterling 
Publishing Co., of New York City. The 
local paper was very generous in their 
space and in their pictures. The American 
Viscose Company's magazine, the Avisco 
News, gave me a two page spread . . . and 
since Avisco is the industry in Fredericks- 
burg, most of the town saw the pictures 
of the cats. Also, after every show which 
I attended, I ‘phoned in to the paper what 
my cats had done. They usually gave this 
front page space, which really helped— 
many people had not known that there 
were any such things as cat shows! 

Did I help? I think so. However, I 
think that what I did was something that 
could have been done better by someone 
with more experience—also it is some- 
thing that can be done in any town. All 
it took was a little time—to help the lot 
of catdom.

Smoke-Creams or Silver-Creams. They are 
not monstrosities; they are Cameo reces- 
sives (genotypes). They carry the Cameo 
gene, although the color does not show 
in their coats, and at least one of their 
kittens will be Cameo no matter what male 
they are bred to, even Black or Blue or 
White. These two-toned beauties are just 
as legitimate as transmitters of Cameo 
color, in the Shaded Division, as the Tor- 
toiseshell is as a transmitter of Black or 
Red in the Solid Color division. In spite 
of the fact that they can not at this time 
be entered profitably in cat shows, you may 
wish to use them to save your time in 
getting directly to the Cameo (phenotype) 
kitten.
